The  biggest  change  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  this  year 
will  be  the  adoption  of  the  sem- 
ester system  in  place  of  the 
quarter  plan. 

Under  the  semester  plan,  the 
school  year  is  divided  into  two 
periods,  Sept.  21  to  Feb.  3 and 
Feb.  6 to  June  3.  The  quarter 
plan  usually  requires  later  start- 
ing, about  Oct.  1 and  forces 
school  into  the  first  week  of 
June. 

The  entire  curriclulum  has 
been  revised  to  fit  the  new 
system  and  the  general  catalog 
has  been  entirely  rewritten.

Scholars  Begin 
Honors  Studies 

Coinciding  with  the  establish- 
ment of  the  semester  system  at 
Brigham  Young  University  this 
fall  will  be  the  full  inauguration 
of  the  Honors  Program  which 
was  announced  last  year  by 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Although  pilot  courses  in 
mathematics  and  English  were 
offered  during  the  spring  and 
summer  to  a few  selected  stu- 
dents the  program  will  not  go 
into  effect  until  September.  The 
program  has  been  under  study 
since  1952. 

According  to  President  Wilk- 
inson, the  Honors  Program  is  de- 
signed to  offer  new  departures  in 
education  and  new  challenges  to 
enable  the  gifted  student  to  ad- 
vance more  readily  into  his 
major  field. 

Honors  students  will  be  given 
special  opportunity  for  experi- 
mentation, research  and  observa- 
tion, and  well  be  allowed  special 
library  privileges  as  are  faculty 
members.  Each  student  will  work 
closely  with  faculty  adviser,  the 
president  said. 

“The  curriculum  will  not  force 
honors  students  into  a common 
academic  mold.  In  every  case  the 
primary  objective  will  be  to  tai- 
lor the  program  to  fit  the  needs 
of  the  individual  student,”  Dr. 
Wilkinson  said. 

Qualifying  students  will  be 
identified  on  the  basis  of  aptitude 
and  achievement  tests,  high 
school  grades  and  activities,  and 
personal  interviews.  They  will 
be  drawn  from  high  school  and 
college  freshmen  classes  all 
across  the  nation. 

Tests  given  new  students  dur- 
ing BYU  Freshman  Orientation 
the  week  of  Sept.  21-24  will  also 
serve  as  a criterion  in  selecting 
candidates  for  the  program. 


With  Expansion  of 

Faculty,  Campus,  Study 


Brigham  Young  University  is 
headed  for  another  great  year. 

Growth  and  improvement  will 
show  up  in  the  student  body,  in 
campus  expansion,  the  enlarged 
faculty,  and  academic  advance- 
ments. 

Applications  for  admissions 
are  far  ahead  of  the  same  time 
last  year,  indicating  that  there 
likely  will  be  an  increase  in  en- 
rollments. Last  autumn  quarter, 
the  BYU  registration  hit  10,  265. 

BYU  students  come  from 
every  state  in  the  nation  and 
from  dozens  of  foreign  countries. 
About  60  per  cent  are  from  out- 
side the  state  of  Utah. 

In  order  to  handle  this  influx, 
the  university  also  is  expanding 
its  facilities.  A new  major  build- 
ing, the  College  of  Business 
Building,  will  go  into  operation 
this  fall,  adding  77,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space.

credit  or  ten  semester  hours  for 
the  year. 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
said  the  decision  *for  the  change 
was  motivated  by  a desire  for 
a more  realistic  relationship  with 
high  schools,  all  of  which  operate 
on  the  semester  system. 

With  the  current  emphasis  on 
advancement  for  the  talented 
student,  more  and  more  of  them 
will  be  graduating  at  mid-year. 
Under  the  new  plan  they  may 
enter  BYU  immediately  upon 
graduation  rather  than  be  re- 
quired to  wait  until  the  opening 
of  the  spring  or  later  quarters. 

The  move  will  bring  BYU  in 
line  with  the  great  majority  of 
universities  in  the  nation.  The 
merit  of  the  semester  system 
is  evident  from  the  fact  that  82 
per  cent  of  all  accredited  univer- 
sities operate  on  this  plan. 

Experience  of  most  univer- 
sities has  demonstrated  that  the 
semester  plan  is  educationally 
jnore  sound.  It  provides  more 
solid  courses  and  combines 
fringe  classes,  allows  study  and 
assimilation  of  subject  matter 
over  a longer  period  of  time, 
simplifies  the  curriculum,  elim- 
inates much  “starting  and  stop- 
ping” machinery,  provides  better 
examination  periods,  coordina- 
tion of  courses  with  most  text- 
books, economy  of  operation, 
better  class  schedule  planning. 


for  this  year,  other  new  struc- 
tures also  are  being  rushed. NThe 
new  Library,  containing  200,000 
square  feet,  is  now  up  to  the 
roof  level  and  will  be  completed 
in  September,  1961.  Also  due 
for  completion  next  summer  is 
the  new  Administration  and 
General  Services  Building. 

Crews  have  been  busy  since 
graduation  time  with  extension 
of  electrical  lines,  sanitary  and 
storm  sewer  systems,  heat  dis- 
tribution and  water  systems  to 
service  the  greater  campus. 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
has  announced  that  the  following 
projects  have  been  approved, 
and  working  drawings  are  be- 
ing prepared  by  architects:  the 
Alumni  Building  with  11,000 
square  feet;  the  ‘Y’  Student  Cen- 
ter, 234,000  square  feet;  the 
Fine  Arts  Center,  232,000  square 
feet;  married-student  housing, 
containing  460  apartments  total- 
ing 317,000  square  feet. 

Also  in  its  constant  and  in- 
tensive movement  for  high  aca- 
demic standards,  BYU  this  year 
has  adopted  several  new  pro- 
grams. The  greatest  change  will 
come  in  the  start  of  the  semes- 
ter system  this  fall  for  the  first 
time,  in  the  interest  of  a more 
solid  curriculum,  economy  of 
operation,  and  elimination  of 
much  time-consuming  registra- 
tion machinery. 

Another  program  which  will 
get  into  full  swing  this  year  is 
the  Honors  Program  for  gifted 
students,  directed  by  Dr.  Robert 
K.  Thomas.  Under  this  plan  the 
university  will  seek  out  the  best 
young  minds,  and,  with  the  close 
supervision  of  advisers,  move 
these  scholars  faster  and  deeper 
into  their  major  subjects. 

Students  with  problems  also 
will  receive  greater  attention 
through  the  Skills  Improvement 
Program.' Administered  through 
the  General  College,  this  pro- 
gram will  give  additional  help 
to  those  with  problems  in  read- 
ing, mathematics,  spelling,  etc. 
Director  of  the  program  is  Lynn 
A.  Ravsten.

Anna  Russell  will  appear  on 
the  Lyceum  program  as  well  as 
the  regular  Monday  Forum  as- 
sembly January  16.  Most  critics 
have  labeled  her  “the  funniest 
woman  in  the  world.”  A leading 
soprano  with  the  New  York  City 
Opera,  she  is  best  known  as  “one 
who  sticks  little  pins  and  needles 
into  the  Muse  of  Music.” 

Byron  Janis  will  be  presented 
in  concert  Feb.  23.  Still  in  his 
20’s,  he  made  his  debut  at  nine 
in  Pittsburgh’s  Carnegie  Hall. 
During  the  past  year  he  has  ap- 
peared as  guest  soloist  with  such 
orchestras  as  the  Boston  and 
Chicago  Symphonies. 

The  Utah  Symphony  Orchestra 
is  scheduled  for  two  concerts, 
Oct. 28  and  Feb.  13.  The  Orches- 


tra has  always  been  a favorite 
at  BYU  as  well  as  throughout 
the  state. 

Jan  Peerce,  “America’s  peer- 
less tenor,”  will  sing  at  BYU 
April  20.  Star  of  the  Metro- 
politan Opera,  he  is  famed  not 
only  for  his  vocal  mastery  but 
also  for  the  range  and  versati- 
lity of  his  art  and  his  command 
of  many  styles. 

On  April  24,  Fernando  Ger- 
mani, first  organist  of  St.  Peter’s 
in  the  Vatican,  will  appear.  He 
has  received  great  acclaim 
throughout  the  world  and  is 
considered  as  one  of  the  greatest 
living  organists,  the  highest  pos- 
sible recognition  in  the  music 
world. 

Leontyne  Price,  whose  career 
has  had  a meteoric  rise,  will  sing 
May  5.  In  the  few  years  since 
she  was  a student  at  Julliard, 
Miss  Price  has  become  a star 
in  seven  of  the  major  opera 
companies  of  the  world  and  will 
make  her  debut  at  La  Scala 
this  year  and  at  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  in  1961.

The  bread  and  butter  sport  in 
the  Beehive  State — basketball — 
moves  onto  the  athletic  scene  in 
early  December  with  the  Cou- 
gars hoping  for  a return  to  form 
and  perhaps  a first  division 
finish. 

Faced  with  14  home  games 
and  the  usual  cross-country  jun- 
ket, the  Cougars  will  open  a 26- 
game  schedule  Dec.  2-3  in 
Seattle  with  Washington.
